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FOREWORD 


This  is  the  third  revision  of  maps  of  the  field  organiza- 
tion of  the  Production  and  Marketing  Administration  which 
were  initially  prepared  by  the  Program  Management  Staff  for 
the  House  Appropriations  Committee  and  which  were  required 
separately  according  to  the  geographic  and  program  areas 
for  each  division  of  PMA  branches.  For  this  reason  indiv- 
idual maps  have  been  prepared  for  those  branches  having 
multiple  program  and  administrative  areas. 

These  maps  revised  by  the  Organization  and  Methods  Staff, 
Office  of  Personnel  Management  reflect  the  field  organiza- 
tion pattern  of  PMA  as  of  August  1953,  and  supersede  pre- 
vious issues  dated  July  1950  and  December  1951.  They  depict 
the  location  of  field  offices  and  administrative  areas,  the 
number  of  field  offices  and  type  for  each  division  of  a 
branch,  describe  primary  responsibilities  of  each  type  of 
office,  and  the  administrative  and  technical  reporting 
lines  between  field  offices  and  between  field  offices  and 
Washington  as  well  as  other  distinguishing  features  of  the 
field  structure  of  PMA. 

In  accordance  with  1 AR  679-681  it  is  necessary  to  obtain 
the  approval  of  the  Assistant  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
before  changes  in  the  location  of  field  offices  and  in 
administrative  areas  are  effected.  The  Office  of  Personnel 
Management  will  continue  to  process  such  actions.  Whenever 
changes  are  made  which  are  not  sufficiently  important  to 
require  revising  a map,  they  will  be  recorded  on  master 
maps  maintained  by  the  Organization  and  Methods  Staff.  Com- 
plete revisions  of  maps  will  be  made  when  there  are  major 
changes  in  the  field  structure  of  divisions.  Copies  of 
revised  maps  will  be  distributed  by  the  Office  of  Personnel 
Management .

The  organization  structure  of  the  Caribbean  Area  Office  consists  of  an  Office  of  the  Area  Director  to  whom  reports  an  Office  of  the  PMA 
Caribbean  Area  Co— ittee,  a Sugar  Programs  Division,  a Food  Distribution  Division,  a Tobacco  Programs  Division,  an  Administrative 
and  Fiscal  Division,  anc  an  Agricultural  Conservation  Program  and  District  Offices  Division  to  whom  reports  nine  subordinate  District  Offn 
Puerto  Rican  District  Offices,  the  Hawaiian  Area  Office  and  its  District  Office  are  straight  line  organizations. 

There  are  2000  County  Offices  which  report  to  the  State  Offices  and  are  instrumentalities  of  the  Federal  Government.  These  offices  are 
generally  located  in  the  county  3eat  and  administer  locally,  the  same  programs  as  do  the  State  Offices.

They  approve 
or  reject  applications  from  industry  for  continuous  inspection 
and  authority  to  package  products  with  quality  labels.  They 
encourage  participation  by  State  agencies  in  programs.  They  issue 
licenses,  review  labels  and  packaging  proposed  and  give  approval  when 
warranted.  They  investigate  violations  and  institute  corrective  measures. 

They  approve  or  reject  appeals  and  conduct  appeal  grading  and  inspection.  They 
participate  in  conduct  of  training  programs.  Area  Supervisors  report  administratively 
and  technically  to  the  Chief,  Dairy  Inspection  and  Grading  Division,  Dairy  Branch. 

Area  Offices  provide  administrative  and  technical  supervision  over  approximately  297  licensed 
dairy  graders,  samplers,  and  supervisors  of  packaging  located  in  44  States.  These  licensees 
are  available  for  terminal  market  or  shipping  point  inspection,  grading,  and  sampling  service,  and 
at  other  points  upon  request.  AH  licensees  report  to  their  respective  Area  Supervisors. 

Chicago  office  (also  Dairy  Branch  Field  Offices  administering  Milk  Marketing  Agreements  and  orders)  are  the  only  exceptions  to  the  fule  that 
Dairy  Branch  field  offices  when  in  the  sane  city  are  located  in  the  same  building. 

(2)  GRADING  OFFICES.  These  offices,  locally  and  under  cooperative  agreement  with  States,  perform  grading,  inspection  and  sampling  operations, 
check  products  and  labels,  and  inspect  sanitary  conditions  and  plant  operations  and  perform  related  services. 

(1)  CHICAGO  LABORATORY.  Laboratory  personnel  have  responsibility  for  analyses  incident  to  dairy  grading  and  poultry  grading.  They  repeive, 
check  and  compound  samples,  and  record  them  as  a basis  for  laboratory  analysis.  They  make  analyses  of  dairy  and  poultry  products,  interpret 
analyses  and  determine  acceptability  of  products  in  relation  to  contract  specifications  and  assign  grades  in  the  case  of  dried  milk,  and 
carry  cut  related  activities  as  assigned.  The  chemist  in  charge  reports  administratively  and  technically  to  the  Chief,  Dairy  Inspection  and 
Grading  Division,  Dairy  Branch.
